PORTAGE, Wis. (AP) — A 


railroad car carrying propel- 
lant fuel to an Army ordnance 
plant exploded in a freight yard 
Tuesday night, rattling commu- 
nities 50 miles away but caus- 
ing little distress in this central 
Wisconsin community. 


There were no injuries. The 


blast demolished the boxcar 
carrying 640 drums of propel- 
lant. caused a fire that dam- 
aged six other cars, and illumi- 
nated the night sky in cities 50 
miles away.

Oshkosh more than 40 miles to 
the northeast reported having 
felt a concussion, there was 
little shock felt in Portage it- 
self.

was driving a fire truck across 
a viaduct over the railroad 
tracks less than 200 feet from 
the car when it exploded.

Within a few months, the 


number of U.S. troops in Viet- 
nam will have reached a level 
at which Laird had said pre- 
viously it might be possible to 
assign only volunteers, as was 


done before the big American 
buildup began in 1965. 


"The study we have," Laird 


said in January 1970, "would in- 
dicate that you would have to 
have a force of between 200,000 
and 240,000 before you could en- 
tertain a new program that 
would limit your forces in Viet- 
nam to volunteers." 


184,000 Men 


President Nixon announced 


last week he would withdraw 
another 100,000 troops by Dec. 1, 
bringing the U.S. force down to 
184,000 men. 


But when asked at a Tuesday 


news conference when it would 
be possible to send only volun- 


teers to Vietnam, Laird replied 
this could seriously affect the 
administration's efforts to raise 
an army without the draft, a 
mid-1973 goal. 


"There are certain problems 


if we split the all-volunteer 
force up and apply it just to 
South Vietnam and not as a 
worldwide sort of proposition," 
he explained. 


After personally interviewing 


enlisted men and officers, Laird 
said, he found many volunteers 
are willing to serve in Vietnam. 
"But it's rather difficult to go 
home and explain to one's wife 
and family that they have decid-

William Carver 
on legal proceedings before 
deciding whether to hold an 
inquest 


Details Checked 


Ham died at 8:53 a.m. today 


at Theda Clark of a single 
gunshot wound in the abdomen. 
LL Wflbur Fuller, Winnebago 
Sheriff's Department detective, 


said the wound was from a .22 
caliber rifle found at the scene 
and owned by Mrs. Harn. 


Mrs. Harn found out'that her 
ex-husband had died as she was 
about to be arraigned on a 
charge of attempting to murder 
him. 


She was set to be arraigned at 


9:30 a. m. today on a charge of 
attempted first degree murder. 


Shortly after 9:30, she was 


asked out in the hall outside the 
courtroom by Winnebago County 
sheriffs investigators. She wasj 
then told that Harn had died. 


When she returned to the 


courtroom, she sat alongside a 
county jail matron, sobbing and 
clutching at the hair brush, 
cigarettes, matches, glasses and 
other items held in her hands. 


A county police investigator 


gave her a handkerchief to wipe 
away the tears. 


Shortly thereafter, Mrs. Harn 


was escorted from the court- 
room and transported back to 


county jail in Oshkosh to await 
arraignment at 2 p.m. today. 


It was shortly after 3:20 p.m. 


Tuesday when Neenah police 
were notified of the incident at 
the Harn home south of Neenah. 
Authorities said an anonymous 
caller asked an operator for an 
ambulance at-the address. 


Police do not know who the 


caller was. The directions given 
were apparently vague, howev- 
er, because the Menasha city 
ambulance first went to the 
intersection of State 150 and 
U.S. 45. 


Authorities said an ex-police- 


men driving in the area heard 
of the incident over a police 
radio in his car and tipped them 
off to the whereabouts of the 
shooting.

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Tenure and Power in PoJ/fics

mental operation that survives in many 
of the states of the country is an absolute 
limit on the tenure of important public 
officials, most frequently the governor.

Some of the reserve remains. One of 


~ the late Dwight Eisenhower's final 
' contributions to the debate about the 


structure of American government, it 
will be remembered, was his idea that 
members of the United States Congress 
should be limited in the number of terms 
they could serve, by law, rather than 
according to the judgment of the voters 
of their states. 


Wisconsin has been relatively free of 


such arbitrary rules on length of service 
of elected leaders and government 
chiefs. Yet it was only a few years ago 
that this state at long last, after false 


starts in earlier decades, deleted from 
the state constitution the arbitrary two 
successive term limitation that 
historically applied to the county 
sheriffs. Here we had our own 
manifestation of the unwillingness of our 
pioneers to trust men to use wisely and 
well great power over an extended 
period — even if that distrust displayed 
an uncertainty about their own 
judgment as the electorate. 


On the frontier, the sheriff was the 


most important of the local public of- 
ficials and his power and jurisdiction 
were so extensive and so important that 
for most of the early settlers he tended to 
be more important than the remote man 
' in the state capitol who was governor of 
the territory and later, the infant state. 


But Gov. McKeithen is quite right. A 


term limitation inevitably defeats the 
authority and the opportunity of a 
governor to serve effectively as he wins 
the last of those to which he is con- 
stitutionally entitled. Wisconsin has had 
its own examples lately, even under the 
informal tradition of a three term limit 
of the tenure of its governors. Former 
Gov. Knowles found the going hard in 
legislative relations in his third term two 
years ago, precisely because it was clear 
that he would not run again. 


Such rules are gradually being 


abandoned in American states. 
Wisconsin now has taken another step in 
authorizing a four-year term for its 
governors. It will have the result, • 
we may hope, of enlarging the pres- 
tige and authority of the executive 
office for productive work. Whether ' 
a second four - year term will tend 
to be assumed as the limit, even as 
was the third two-year term earlier, will 
be demonstrated by experience and can 
only be a matter of speculation now. It 
seems reasonable to suppose however, 
that few men will have the energy to 
permit them to aspire to more than eight 
years in what has become the most 
difficult and demanding of American 
elective offices below the presidency. 


How Much Has Man Developed ? 


Anthropologists continue to argue 


about the intelligence of early man, 
particularly of the Cro-Magnon variety 
who lived more than 34,000 years ago. 
It's a fascinating business even though 
proof one way or the other probably 
never will be forthcoming. 


Alexander Marshack, a research 


associate at Harvard's Peabody 
Museum, contends that Cro-Magnon 
man created and used abstract symbols 
to keep track of the lunar cycle. Un- 
derstanding the abstract is a sign of 
intelligence and in fact is one of the 
major differences between man and 
'other animals. 


The earliest symbols Marshack has 


found and which have been accepted by 
some other specialists in the field in- 
volved only a chain of holes punched in 
various ways into a plate of stone, bone 
or tusk. It took some 10,000 years for the 
system to be developed into a more 
complex record-keeping of notches cut 
into eagle bones. Only with high 
magnification was it discovered that 
-what appeared to be identical notches 
were in fact distinguishable from each 
other in tiny ways. According to Mar- 
shack, they spell out the phases of the 
moon which apparently was important 
in early man's effort to understand the 
universe and to keep track of time. Even 
the comprehension of time itself is an 
indication of intelligence. 


Cro-Magnon's brain capacity was 


apparently at least as large as that of 
modern man and perhaps larger. This in 
itself does not indicate brain capability 
of course. But some anthropologists 
theorize that actually over the centuries 
man has 
become 
involved 
in 


"degenerative evolution" for two 
reasons. First, the increasing ease and 
comforts of modern living no longer. 


have made.it necessary for man to be 
ever on the alert or to use his faculties to 
the utmost as it was with the wary cave 
man. The fittest have not necessarily 
survived. Secondly, there has been a 
tendency for those of less intelligence to 
have more children. But it all depends 
upon what determines the level of in- 
telligence and statistics of the level of 
school attainment are not a reliable 
barometer. The eighth grade graduate's 
children often graduated from high 
school while their children went on to 
college. There is also the argument that 
there are other just as demanding 
requirements of intelligence and alert- 
ness today only in other areas than there 
were in the days of the Cro-Magnon. He 
might have Jiad to watch for wild 
animals but we have to watch out for the 
quack, the financial cheater. He had to 
contend with a hostile environment that 
stretched his abilities but we have to 
contend with putting children through 
college while meeting payments on the 
car, washing machine and variety of 
taxes. 


There also is the highly controversial 


theory that modern man has in a sense 
inherited the wisdom and findings of the 
centuries but no one has yet explained 
exactly how. 


Nevertheless a lot of anthropologists 


contend that Cro-Magnon and other 
early men would have been a match for 
the Harvard student of today as far as 
basic intelligence is concerned. There is 
one fortunate difference, however. Dr. 
Jerome Bruner, professor of psychology 
at Harvard, argues that agriculture 
tended to advance the "tamer" breed of 
man. The Cro-Magnon boy on campus 
"might have been wilder than even the 
wildest undergraduate of today." 


We must wonder just how far we have 


come in 34,000 years.

Intended as Bull Session

One of the most difficult 


historical accomplishments is 
to modify an arbitrary, 
capricious, 
irrational

educational circles. Under the

of "progressive 


education," many schools and 
classrooms have been turned 
into unstructured,

"progressive education in the 
sense that John Dewey and his 
associates conceived it. Their 
objective was to eliminate the 
appalling system of rote 
learning, to inject relevance 
(in its real sense) into a. 
curriculum, and, above all, to 
make students and teachers 
into allies in a quest for 
knowledge. 


Teachers, Students Allies 
Never in his long, long life 


did John Dewey confuse a 
school with libertyville: he 
sought to replace an archaic 
and irrational authority 
system with a rational one. 
The thought of a teacher going 
into a classroom and asking 
his students, "What shall we 
discuss today?" would set 
Dewey spinning in his grave. 
To Dewey, Lucy Sprague 
Mitchell, and the 
other 


pioneers 
of progressive 


ducation, the teacher and 
students were allies, not 
peers. But the teacher had 
authority 
growing 
from 


knowledge and dedication, not 
from official status as a 
warden 
in 
a 
quasi- 


penitentiary. 


Indeed, a teacher who 


genuinely accepts the prin- 
ciples 
of 
progressive 


education probably works 
twice as hard as either the old 
style martinets or -the new 
wave of permissive educators. 
I have investigated some

I recall bull sessions 
with-my fellow students as a 
vital part of the learning 
process, but we never ex- 
pected academic credit for it 
I have known students who 
were helped immensely by 
psychiatric support, but again 
did not expect brownie points 
for their time on the couch. A 
good teacher will be an in- 
tellectual 
catalyst: 
his 


students will go off to argue 
and debate amongst them- 
selves, and them return to- 
argue with the teacher him- 
self. .That is the name of the 
game: for students to teach 
students in a formal sense is 
basically an anti-intellectual 
exercise, one which in 
practice results in the facile 
leading the docile. 


To come back to the initial 


point, this academic nonsense 
is not in any proper sense 
progressive education; it is a 
shameful caricature of the 
fundamentally sound and 
genuinely innovative views of 
John Dewey. A believer in 
progressive education — and I 
am one — must repudiate 
academic anarchy with the 
same vigor that he condemns 
the academic tyranny of the 
fundamentalists. As usual, a 
true liberal finds himself 
fighting a two-front war.

Certain things become 


associated with specific 
countries and are forever 
more inseparable. We think of

as

tessentially Japanese, but it 
was invented by an American 
missionary. Chop suey was 
wholly unknown in China until 
it was introduced by Western 
restaurateurs. And Irish stew, 
I am reliably informed, was 
never indigenous to Ireland. 


These are just peculiarities, 


of no consequence in them- 
selves — except that they 
point to more important 
associations that we make all 
the time, and with just as little 
justification. We not only 


associate products 
with 


specific countries, but per- 
sonal traits as well. 


We look upon the French as 


a "romantic" people, which is 
as absurd as their view of the 
English as "cold." We find 
Orientals 
"inscrutable," 


simply because, their mode of 
emotional affect is different 
from ours. We look upon the 
dark, brooding "Russian 
soul" with some awe and fear; 
but as a famous German 
scholar once observed, "The 
'Russian soul' is an invention 
of the German philosophers." 


Cultures do have 
dif- 


ferences, of course; no one 
would ever mistake an ef- 
fusive Italian for a taciturn 
Scotsman. But such dif- 
ferences 
are 
far 
more 


superficial than we imagine — 
they are like different accents 
blurring the fact that they all 
speak 
the 
same 
basic 


language. 


As a living laboratory in 


anthropology, it is fascinating 
to see how a new state like 
Israel has, in a generation or 
so, confounded the whole 
stereotype of the "Jew" as 
know in Western society. For 
the Israeli seems more like a 
Swede than a Jew, even 
physically. Leopards can 
change their spots when the 
spots have only been painted 
on by others.

Presence in Asia 
Expected Long After 
Vietnam Withdrawal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon sources say U.S. airpower 
in Southeast Asia probably will 
be concentrated mainly in Thai- 
land by the summer of next 
year. • 


That "will be about the time 


the United States is scheduled to 
end direct military support of 
South Vietnamese forces inside 
their borders. 


By maintaining 
significant 


elements of airpower in Thai- 
land and afloat in the South Chi- 
na Sea, the United States will be 
hi position to continue hitting 
enemy, supply trails in Laos and 
Cambodia even after U.S. 
troops in 'South Vietnam have 
been cut to a relatively small 
advisory force. 


Shield for Allies 


Also, 
American

based dn Thailand and else- 
where in Asia will be available 
as a shield for American allies 
in that area. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird said Tuesday he ex- 
pects the United States to main- 
tain an air and naval presence 
in Asia under the long-range 
Nixon doctrine after American 
ground troops are gone from 
South Vietnam. 


That 
doctrine, 
enunciated 


when President Nixon began 
U.S. disengagement from the 
Indochina war nearly two years 
ago. contemplates that allies 
wDl use their ground forces to 
defend their security while the 
United States backs them up 
with air- and seapower plus in- 
creased aid in money and arms. 


Ground Troops 


Withdrawal of U.S. airpower 


from ietnam has been slower 
than the cutback of American 
ground troops. This is because 
the administration's Vietnami- 
zation program calls first for re- 
placing U.S. infantrymen with 
South Vietnamese soldiers in 
combat while development of 
the Vietnamese air force moves 
ahead at a slower pace. 


But seven US. Air Force 


fighter bomber squadrons are 
due to leave starting this sum- 
mer. By the following summer 
the United States will have only 
a few squadrons of strike planes 
and gunships in South Vietnam. 


According to current plans, 


the United Slates will retain 
about a dozen squadrons of at- 
tack planes and gunships in 
Thailand into the summer of 
1972 and probably beyond. 


Fewer Bombers 


In addition, the Air Force will 


continue to base B52s in Thai- 
land, although the force of giant 
bombers will be cut from the 
present 50 to about 28 by next 
spring. 


The two Navy aircraft car-

probably will be reduced to a 
single vessel carrying about 50 
attack aircraft. 


The other two carriers in the 


7th Fleet will then be'available 
for duty elsewhere in Far East- 
ern waters. 


The United States also has

O utdoor Favorite-Pork 


After the long winter, you'll 


be ready to get outdoors. 
What could be better than a 
pork roast cooked over char- 
coal? There is a wide selec- 
tion of pork cuts for the 
menus of the outdoor chef, 
says Quin Kolb. meat special- 
ist at the University of Wis- 
consin. 


In outdoor cookery, roasting 


and broiling are the usual 
cooking methods. Many pork 
cuts that are tasty cook well 
by these methods.' These in- 
clude pork shoulders, ham, 
pork chops, tenderloin, ribs 
and loins. 


When selecting pork cuts, 


allow 3/i to one pound per 
serving for the bone-in meats, 
and. for boneless cuts, allow 1- 
3 to Vz pound. Fresh air and 
outdoor cookery call for gen- 
erous servings. When time is 
limited, choose chops or other 
sliced pork cuts. If you have 
more time, pork roast or ham 
is a good choice. 


For the rotisserie, select 


boneless or rolled and tied 
roasts, spareribs or cubes. 
Select chops, other sjjced 


" cuts, tenderloin or cubes on a 


skewer for the grill. 


As in indoor cookery, low to 


moderate temperatures give 
the best results in outdoor 
pork c o o k i n g . The coals 
should glow not flame. Control 
the rate of cooking by adjust- 
ing the distance of the meat 
from the coals. 


Cooking time varies depend- 


ing on the size of the cut. 
Pork must be cooked well 
done.
